It is the 3c noting the 150th anniversary of the Lewis & 
Clark Expedition, inspired by President Thomas Jefferson to explore 
the just purchased Louisiana Territory. Cleverly incorporated into the 
design are reproductions of statues of Meriwether Lewis, Jefferson’s 
secretary and leader of the party and William Clark, ex-army officer 
and Virginia-born, also of the Shoshone Indian woman, Sacagawea. The 
bulletin announcing the stamp reads:— 





“Postmaster General Arthur E., 
Summerfield has announced the 
description of the 3c stamp being 
issued to commemorate the 150th 
anniversary of the Lewis and Clark 
Expedition, which will be first 
placed on sale at Sioux City, Iowa 
July 28. It was here that Sergeant 
Charles Floyd, a member of the 
Expedition, died and was buried 
and at which place a monument 
has been erected in his memory. 
“The stamp will be 0.84 by 1.44 
inches in dimension, arranged 
horizontally with a single outline 
frame, printed by the rotary pro- 
cess, electric-eye perforated, and 
issued in panes of 50. It is expected 
that the color of the stamp will be 
an autumnal brown. The printing 
of 115,000,000 Lewis and Clark Ex- 
pedition stamps has been author- 
ized. 

“The central design of the stamp 
portrays the landing of Lewis and 
Clark on the banks of the Missouri 
River preparatory to going into the 
Expedition’s winter quarters. The 
main figures Lewis in the fore- 
ground and Clark directly behind 
him, are drawn from the Lewis and 
Clark Monument (Charles Keck, 
Sculptor) in Charlottesville, Vir- 


ginia. 
“Behind them stands the Sho- 
shone Indian girl Sacagawea, taken 
from the statue of Sacagawea 
(Leonard Crunelle, Sculptor) in the 
State Capitol grounds at Bismarck, 
North Dakota. The Indian heroine 
accompanied Lewis and Clark on 
the Expedition and the Bird Wo- 
man, as she was known, is remem-

bered chiefly for her aid in secur- 
ing the friendship of the Shoshone 
Indians and in guiding the Expedi- 
tion over the Great Divide. 

“When Sacagawea reached the 
Great Divide she was reunited 
with the Shoshones from whom 
she had been kidnapped previously. 
It was through her efforts that 
Lewis and Clark were able to get 
ponies from the Shoshones to con- 
tinue their overland journey. 

“Behind Sacagawea is shown the 
figure of her husband, Charbon- 
neau, a French Canadian trapper 
and interpreter. The  keelboat 
shown in the middle foreground 
was drawn from the description as 
given in the book ‘‘Lewis and 
Clark,’”’ by John Bakeless. 

“The wording, Lewis and Clark 
Expedition—1804-1954, is arranged 
in two lines across the top of the 
stamp in dark modified Roman. 
Arranged across the bottom of the 
stamp in one line appears United 
States Postage in white face Gothic 
and the denomination 3c in modi- 
fied white face Roman. 

“Stamp collectors desiring first 
day cancelations of this stamp may 
send a reasonable number of ad- 
dressed envelopes to the Postmas- 
ter at Sioux City, Iowa with money 
order remittance to cover the cost 
of the stamps to be affixed. 

“An enclosure of medium weight 
should be placed in each envelope 
and the flap either sealed or turned 
in. The outside envelope to the 
Postmaster should be endorsed

Intrepid Push To Pacifie 


Lewis & Clark Expedition 
150 Years Ago Inspired By 


Tom Jefferson’s Curiosity 


Gertrude Boss 


Meriwether Lewis and William Clark and their party were the men 


who first crossed the United States. 


Throughout his early years, Thomas Jefferson wanted to know about 
the country west of the Mississippi River, for it was a vast wilderness. 
A few fur traders and trappers had visited parts of it—it was known 
that a great river came down from the mountains in the far west. Sail- 
ing ships had ‘found another great river, the Columbia, on the Pacific 


side of the mountains. 


Little was known of what lay between. 


When 


Thomas Jefferson became president in 1800, he found it possible to carry 
out his plan to send an exploring party along these rivers to the Paific. 


To lead the group, he appointed 
young Captain Meriwether Lewis, 
the son of his neighbor in Albe- 
marle Co., Va. who had become 
the private secretary of Mr. Jeffer- 
son. 

In January 1803 Congress appro- 
priated $2500 for the venture. Lew- 
is asked another young veteran of 
the northwest, William Clark of 
Louisville, to share his leadership. 
William had resigned from the ar- 
my and was helping his famous 
brother George Rogers Clark, 
known as the ‘“‘Hero of Kaskas- 
kia.” 

The latter has been remembered 
by the United States with a stamp 
listed as ‘‘George Rogers Clark is- 
sue, 1929.’’ This honor has been 
paid to George Rogers in com- 
memoration of the 15th anniver- 
sary of the surrender of Fort Sack- 
ville. 

William Clark rejoined the army 
and was commissioned Second 
Lieutenant, in preparation for the 
trip west. Lewis spent months 
studying map making, and learning 
to fix latitude and longitude by 
astronomical observations. The ex- 
pedition assembled in Illinois, near 
St. Louis, in the winter of 1803-4, 
and made final plans. The party 
consisted of 29 men. (The number 
varies in different source material, 
some state it was from 16 to 43.) 

In addition to the two leaders 
there were fourteen regular sol- 
diers, nine volunteers, two boat- 
men, an interpreter who acted al- 
so as a hunter, and Clark’s negro 
servant, by name of York. He 
was a favorite with the Indians, 
being the first Negro they had seen. 

On May 14, 1804, three flat-bot- 
tomed boats put off from the east 
bank of the Mississippi River, near 
where the Missouri enters it. Two 
of the boats were pirogues. One 
was a large bateau with a fore- 
castle and a cabin, a sail and 22 
oars. They were going on a great 
adventure—never before had Amer- 
icans made the overland trip—only 
French Canadian courieurs de bois 
and British trappers had penetrat- 
ed through the northern Canadian 
wilderness. No white man knew of 
the fertile lands, mountains and 
desserts which lay in the path of

The typical 
American stamp collector is what 
the ‘‘refined specialist’’ contemptu- 
ously calls a ‘‘space filler’? and 





gets a tremendous kick out of it.

Grosset and Dunlap, the country’s 
leading book-jobbers to distribute 
their line, have put stamp albums 
into every bookstore in the coun- 
try and is making enthusiastic col- 
lectors out of thousands who 
would never have had contact with 
the king of hobbies in any other 








way.

GIBRALTAR. The recent visit of 
Queen Elizabeth to Gibraltar has 
resulted in increased demand for 
all the stamps of this colony. This 
demand is chiefly for the stamps 
of s‘lizabeth and George VI. The 
last George VI set 107-117 looks 
good. 

NEWFOUNDLAND. Coun- 
tries that have ceased to exist, soon 
lose the popularity of their stamps. 
However, the demand for New- 
foundland stamps has increased 
since this country became a part 
of Canada. One set that looks good 
is the surcharges of 1939, #’s 250- 
251. The Scott catalogue price is 
$1.00 and the Gibbon’s price is 4/6 
(.63). This set is still available 
here at from 35c to 40c. 

GREAT BRITAIN. The 4 pence 
stamp of 1938, #241 is a scarcer 
item than Scott’s catalogue price 
of 15c would indicate. It has re- 
cently been increased by Gibbons to 
2/- and the Commonwealth Cata- 
logue price is 1/9. 

Fyndem in Stamp _ Collecting 
(London) says ‘“‘This stamp is al- 
most certain to go up again in the 
next catalogue.”’ 

AFRICAN FEDERATION. This 
column recently stated that the cur- 
rent issues of Northern Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland would be withdrawn 
from sale on June 30. This was 
based on information from the 
Crown Agents, and Southern Rhode- 
sia was not mentioned due to the 
fact that this country was not a 
Crown Colony. 

The stamps of Southern Rhodesia 
will also be withdrawn from sale, 
when the new Africa Federation 
stamps are released and all three 
of the recently issued Elizabeth 
stamps will then become obsolete. 
NEW ZEALAND. The _ Trans- 
Tasman airmail stamp #C3 is 
priced by Scott, mint at $5.00 and 
by Gibbons at 22/6 ($4.10). It is 
quite elusive and when available, 
the retail price is close to cata- 
logue. It is due for an advance in 
the catalogues. 

CYPRUS. The 1pi orange stamp 
#146 exists with two different per- 
forations. Perforated 12% it is 
priced by Gibbons at 3 pence and 
by Commonwealth Catalogue at 2 
pence. 

If perforated 13% x 12%, the 
price in Gibbons is 7 Pounds 
($19.60) and by Commonwealth at 
6 Pounds 10/- ($18.20). 

The price in Scott’s Catalogue is 
4c regardless of perforation. Check 
your copy.

Error Of Color 
On Trieste Stamp 


Recently noted by Pierson Ostrow 
is what appears to be a major error 
in the Italian Trieste Fair stamp 
of 1952, overprinted for use in 
Trieste. The original stamp was 
printed in three colors—deep green, 
dark brown and bright red. 

Now a variety has come to light 
in which the dark brown back- 
ground has been omitted entire- 
ly, changing all the other colors in 
the process, so that the stamp ap- 
pears as bright green and rose 
only! 

It is not known whether the same 
error has turned up in the basic 
Italian stamp. 

On May 28 a special commemo- 
rative postal card was issued in 
Italy and overprinted for use in 
Trieste to mark the annual Padua 
Trade Fair. The imprinted stamp 
is the conventional 20-lire green 
“Ttalia Turrita’’. 

The design shows the main Fair 
Pavilion. Inscribed on its side wall 
are the dates of the Fair—‘‘29 Mag- 
gio/13 Giugno/1954”’ (May 29th to 
June 13, 1954). At the foot of the 
illustration is the inscription ‘‘Fiera 
di Padova 1954’’.

90th Anniversary 
Of RPO Service 


W. Lee Fergus 


The 90th anniversary of the Rail- 
way Post Office on August 28th 
will be commemorated by the Chi- 
cago Philatelic Society during 
CHISPA, the Diamond Jubilee Con- 
vention of the Society of Philatelic 
Americans in Chicago August 26-29. 
The Chicago society will issue a set 
of three beautiful cachets for the 
occasion. The U. S. Postal] Trans- 
portation Service which operates 
the Railway Post Office will have 
one of its latest railway postal 
cars on display, with clerks in 
charge, to explain the operation of 
these newest mail cars. The new 
streamlined cars will be on display 
in the C. and N. W. station as it 
was this line on which the first 
railway mail system was inaug- 
uratec on August 28, 1864.

The Chicago Philatelic Society 
has found many different stories 
regarding the beginning of 
railway mail. Some relate that the 
service was begun in New England, 
some that * was operated within 
the lines of the Army of the Ten- 
nessee in the Civil war. Other sour- 
ces claim that the experimental 
mail-sorting car used by W. A. 
Davis on the Hannibal and St. Joe 
R. R. in 1862 to sort the mail for 
California stage coaches was the 
beginning of the service. All of 
these stories of the mail cars will 
be used as subjects of the C. P. 
S. cachets. 

The most unusual story of the 
railroad postal car and one not 
heretofore appearing in the philatel- 
ic press is the account of Paul 
H. Dennis which appeared in ‘‘Yes- 
terday and Today”’ the history of 
the Chicago and Northwestern Rail- 
way published in 1910. W. J. Den- 
nis who was co-author with Bryant 
Alden Long of the fine historical 
account of the Railway Mail Serv- 
ice ‘‘Mail by Rail’’ wrote sometime 
before his death, that the Paul H. 
Dennis referred to was no rela- 
tive. The story, as follows, how- 
ever contains much of the facts of 
the beginning of the service. 


The Railroad Postal Car 


“Until the mail or postal car 
was devised the distribution of the 
mail matter was done in the post 
offices and delays occurred at ev- 
ery post office where this general 
distribution was done. The postal 
or mail car is substantially a trav- 
eling post office (‘‘a post office 
on wheels’) in which the mail 
clerks who ride in them sort out 
the mail and place it in sacks or 
parcels for each post office that is 
destined to deliver it to the per- 
sons it is addressed to at its final

At the time the Lewis & Clark Ex- 
pedition commem was announced 
I wondered what theme would fin- 
ally be selected as a design. Here 
was an adventure which in my 
opinion surmounts the later day 
conquest of Mt. Everest. 

mere sample of humanity 
against the unknown forests, moun- 
tains and rivers—without maps or 
motive power except that supplied 
by their muscles. They were the 
first organized group of whites to 
learn, discover and record what 
this vast treasure house of the west 
brought to the less than two score 
years old United States of America. 

That the important people of the 
enterprise were chosen for the 
stamp design, in a setting symbolic 
of part of their journey, seems 
highly appropriate and the designer 
is to be congratulated. 

This is one of those commemora- 
tives which really mean something 
when you know at least part of 
the story of the event. Otherwise 
the mere showing of Lewis, Clark, 
Sacagawea and Charbonneau with 
a boat and a river background 
mean nothing. 

Happily, we have the story too, 
on page one.

Besides the announcement of the 
Lewis & Clark stamp on page one, 
you will also see that about the 
first day of issue of the Statue of 
Liberty 3c design in coil form per- 
forated vertically. 

To cover fans I have a sugges- 
tion — make arrangements for the 
first day post office to place a pair 
of them on your FDC in place of a 
single. That will cost you 6c in- 
stead of 3c, but where coils are 
concerned a pair always makes a 
much nicer and appropriate ap- 
pearance. 

Don’t get me wrong; a single on 
cover will do the job excellently. 
A pair is just a little extra added 
touch 


With this 3c Liberty taken care 
of in panes of 100 (regulars), book- 
lets and now vertical coils, the 
coils perforated horizontally should 
be in the works soon. 

That latter item doesn’t get too 
much play now days by mailers. 
In fact either coil doesn’t what 
with the always increasing usage of 
postage meters. Years ago, mail- 
ers would load their mailing ma- 
chines with a coil of stamps, line 
up their letters, press the button, 
and then have the stamp affixed, 
the envelope sealed and stacked all 
in one operation. There were less 
elaborate machines which didn’t do 
all that, but they did use coils. 
There are many instances where 
clubs, dealers and others with 
bulletins to mail out at 2c or so 
could add valuable stamps to these 
pieces by using the horizontally 
perforated 1c, 144c, 2c and 3c. You 
buy them from the Philatelic 
Agency, Post Office Department, 
Washington 25, D. C. at face plus 
return postage. 

Since the Agency is rendering al- 
most immediate return of orders 
you have no excuse on that score. 
And most important of all, if you’re 
going to have to pay 2c or 3c post- 
age anyhow, why not do it with 
stamps of philatelic value which 
cost no more than the valueless 
regulars? 


Spent the week-end of June 18 to 
20 at Dayton, Ohio for the annual 
convention and exhibition of the 
American Topical Assn. The high- 
light of this affair was the display 
of various topical collections. Of 
course the making of new friends 
and the swapping of ideas with the 
old came first and most enjoyable. 
For those people who are bored 
to distraction at many of the other 
exhibitions, a topical show should 
bring them near 100% pleasure. 
There is no philatelics here — just 
pure out and out stamp collecting — 
the kind an outstanding majority 
enjoys and follows. 

There were approximately seven 
displays which in my opinion gave 
judges John Groet and Leo Longin- 
noti a hard way to go to select a 
grand award and the firsts. Dr.

Ont., Canada did get the nod for 
the grand with his pages showing 
the Life of Christ on Stamps. It 
was beautifully done. 

There were other entries which 
were definitely a waste of time as 
far as an exhibition award was 
concerned. If the owner gets a lot 
of pleasure out of “‘crazy’’ captions 
and unorthodox mounting, well and 
good. But that kind of shenanigans 
has no award winning possibilities. 

Simplicity and good taste are al- 


ways the keynote — the razzle- 
dazzle stuff is for the birds — not 
the judges. 


Among the ATA _ stalwarts on 
hand were president Homer Jones, 
executive secretary Jerome Husak, 
veeps Allyn Wright and John Groet 
— also Steve Rich and Mrs. Rich 
and Dessie Bodamer past president 
of the Decatur, Ill. Stamp Club. 
Incidentally, on behalf of her stamp 
club an invitation was extended to 
the ATA to hold the convention at 
Decatur next year, by Miss Boda- 
mer, and was accepted. 


Judge Robert McBride of the 
Court of Common Pleas Dayton 
was the speaker at the ATA ban- 
quet Saturday evening. Part of his 
remarks should be of general in- 
terest because they deal with ap- 
provals, solicited and otherwise. 
The following is not verbatim but 
carries the sense of what he had 
to say:— 


It was suggested that you might 
be interested in a discussion of the 
obligations of the sender and re- 
ceiver of approvals, both solicited 
and unsolicited. In the case of 


cumstances, 

Thus where the object is small 
and also valuable the receiver is 
not free from duty. He must exer- 
cise reasonable care to see that it 
is not delivered to anyone not en- 
titled to it. This is similar to the 
duty imposed upon a finder. 

However, unsolicited approvals, 
Christmas cards and seals involve 
very little value and the receiver 
only encourages more of the same 
if he pays or returns the merchan- 
dise. Usually the sender will write 
once or twice for money, seldom for 
the merchandise. Under such cir- 
cumstances if the receiver stores 


services for custody exceeds the 
value of the merchandise. 

It is well to remember that the 
sender cannot impose any obliga- 
tion without consent. Even the 
slight effort of returning the mer- 
chandise in an enclosed stamped 
envelope is more than the sender 
is entitled to. Should he call per- 
sonally for it and establish that he 
is the owner he would be entitled 
to re-delivery within a reasonable 
time. 

While that is unlikely, it is about 
all the sender is entitled to and even 
that is subject to a reasonable de- 
mand for compensation for cus- 
tody. <A charitable thing to do is 
to return unsolicited approvals in 
an envelope of your own without 
postage and without a return ad- 
dress. This will adequately convey 
to the sender your displeasure so 
he pays the postage due. 


It might be well to supplement 





solicited approvals uniform laws 
exist in nearly all states controlling | 
such sales. The Ohio statute ex-| 
pressly provides that in the absence 
of a different intention title to the 
property passes— 

(a) When the receiver signifies 
his acceptance to the seller or does 
any other act adopting the transac- 
tion, such as removing and mount- 
ing the stamps in his own collection. 

(b) Title also passes if the re- 
ceiver retains the goods without 
giving notice of acceptance or re- 
jection. Time, then, is important. 
If a time has been fixed for return 
of the solicited goods, failure to 
return constitutes an acceptance. 
If no time has been fixed the ap- 
provals must be returned within a 
reasonable period. 

In the case of the solicited ap- 
provals the respective duties logic- 
ally follow from this contractual 
relation. The buyer to return the 
approvals within the time required 
or to pay for the material. One 
unusual possibility involves minors, 
who may disaffirm until age twen- 
ty-one. 

Dealers who send approvals to 
minors risk loss of their approvals 
and their investment unless the 
parents have accepted responsibil- 
ity. Use of registered mail is im- 
portant as the dealer must prove 
that the party actually received the 
material. 

Unsolicited approvals present a 
unique problem on which there is a 
dearth of authority. The difficulty 
exists because of the lack of con- 
sent or intent upon the part of the 
receiver. Few realize the type of 
relationship that unsolicited approv- 
als create. 

If, for example, you found a 
quart of milk on your porch you 
would be safe factually in assum- 
ing that it was a sample and the 
milk man would find it difficult to 
recover his cost. However, if you 
found a shiny refrigerator there 
you could only assume that it was 


crazy. 

Unsolicited approvals present the 
same problem as unsolicited Christ- 
mas cards, charitable seals and 
many other items which Uncle Sam 
has been delivering for years to 


a mistake, or that some one was #353 


Judge McBride’s remark’s with a 
thought or so. He dealt mostly with 
unsolicited approvals. 

It should be remembered that 
when you apply for an offer made 
by a dealer and in his ad he has 
words to the effect that ‘“‘Approvals 
Accompany” that when he sends 
approvals these are definitely not 
unsolicited. You therefore have 
legal responsibilities which you 
must honor. 

Likewise, it is within the deal- 
er’s privilege to send you approval 
selections in the months which fol- 
low after that answer to his ad, 
and these too are not unsolicited 
merchandise.

We could spend many hours dis- | 
cussing possibilities, but to be brief | 
let me only point out that the an-| 
swer is not to be found in any rela- | 
tionship of contract, nor of sales, | 
which is a special type of contract. | 
Williston, who was the father of 
the uniform sales law in this coun- | 
try, describes the relationship | 
rather accurately as that of an IN- | 
VOLUNTARY BAILEE. Now a 
bailee is simply one who has posses- 
sion of property of another. Where | 
possession is imposed without per- 
mission it is involuntary. 

The obligations of the receiver 
of such goods has been compared 
to that of a finder of lost property. 
(Restatement, Torts, Sec 236.) It 
is reliably suggested that the re- 
ceiver has a wider latitude of dis- 
cretion than a finder because the 
sender abandoned possession and 
intentionally thrust ifupon another 
without permission. 

Williston, writing on contracts, re- 
ports that the receiver, our in- 
voluntary bailee, is not ‘‘under duty 
of any kind or sort.” It was so 
held where a manuscript was sent 
to a publisher without his request 
and the manuscript was lost. Some 
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obligation may arise out of the cir-

Covers Prepared For 
Italian Air Race 


An International Sicilian Air Cir- 
cuit cover has been received by P. 
Ostrow, Elizabeth, N. J. 

The air “circuit”? or race, is an 
annual event, and is commemo- 
rated each year with special cover, 
vignette and cachet. The special 
flight and cancellation are official- 
ly authorized by the Italian Minis- 
ter of Posts. 

The cancellation this year reads 
“60 Giro Aereo Intern. di Sicilia” 
(6th International Air Circuit of 
Sicily). Each cover bears one can- 
cellation from Palermo and anoth- 
er from Catania, with date of June 
6, 1954, 

Two cachets are used—a large 
yellow cachet showing a gnarled 
tree against Roman ruins, and a 
small green triangular cachet 
showing a plane above a map of 
Sicily. 

The vignette used this year is an 
enlarged reproduction of the 10- 
grana indigo 1854 ‘‘Bomba head’’ 
stamp of Sicily, with gold over- 
og “sesto giro aereo di sicilia 
1954.”’ 


Ecuador Notes 25th 
Year Of PANAGRA 


100,000 postage stamps honoring 
Panagra (Pan American Grace 
Airways) have been issued by the 
Republic of Ecuador on the occa- 
sion of the airline’s 25th year of 
operations in that country. 

In recognition of the part Pana- 
gra has played in the country’s 
development, the Ecuadorian post 
office re-issued its orange colored, 
20 centavos stamp by overprinting 
“Panagra 1929-1954,” together 
with a denomination of ‘80 cen- 
tavos’’ (equivalent to about 4%4c 
in American money), and the word 
‘“‘aereo”’ for air mail usage. 

The new stamp, showing the Post 
Office building at Guayaqyil, is 
used together with a 10 centavos 
stamp for mailing first class let- 
t.-s to the United States. 

Panagra’s service in Ecuador 
dates to May 19, 1929 and has been 
instrumental in opening the coun- 
try up to the commerce and culture 
of other nations of the Western 
hemisphere and the world.

SOUTH CAROLINA 


8th State, admitted to the Union on 

May 23, 1788. Area 31,055 sq. miles— 

1950 Population 2,117,027— 
Capital, Columbia. 


South Carolina, another of the 
original 13 states, and bordering 
on the Atlantic Ocean, was once 
called the Palmetto State and is 
now nicknamed the Iodine State. 
It has many large cities, which 
include Beaufort, Charleston, and 
Georgetown on the coast, and 
Greenville, Spartanburg, and Co- 
lumbia farther inland. 
It has a warm temperate clim- 
ate, almost tropical along the coast 
with a heavy annual rainfall. The 
land is marshy and flat in the 
east, rising toward mountains with 
many waterfalls in the west. The 
industries vary with the region. 
Coastal products are oysters, blue- 
fish, clams, shrimp, while inland 
peanuts, cotton, tobacco, and rice 
are produced. 

The timber is palmetto, live oak, 
magnolia, bay, cypress, and gum. 
Agriculture produces corn, wheat, 
rye, flaxseed, oats and fruit. The 
chief industry, however, is the mak- 
ing of cotton cloth and other pro- 
ducts allied with cottonseed. 

The first exploration was sup- 
posedly by the Spaniards in about 
1520, the Frenh Huguenots next in 
1562. During the Revolution, it was 
the scene of many conflicts. Much 
later during the Civil War, South 
Carolina was one of the largest 
slave states, and the first one to 
secede. 

After the Civil War because 
South Carolina refused to adopt the 
14th amendment, General Sher- 
man for two years maintained a 
military government at Columbia, 
S. C. The state finally ratified the 
Amendment, upon which it was re- 
admitted to the Union in 1868.
